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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 and 26-27 are allowed. For the purposes of allowance, the original 
numbering of the claims has been changed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The general concept of determining signal characteristics of an audio signal and 
using the determined characteristics as parameters in the encoding and decoding of the 
audio signal was known in the art at the time of the invention as evidenced by Teh et al 
(US 5,636,324). However, the Examiner has not found prior art that teaches or 
suggests the modification of Teh in order to provide an audio signal encoding method 
and apparatus that processes an input audio signal to determine first parameters 
describing a phase difference or a temporal difference, wherein the first parameters are 
applied to generate an intermediate signal, then processing the intermediate signal to 
determine second parameters describing rotation of the intermediate signal required to 
generate a dominant signal and a residual signal, then quantizing the first and second 
parameters for the purpose of encoding the dominant and residual signals with respect 
to the quantized parameter data, as defined in the independent claims 1 and 13. The 
Examiner has also not found prior art that teaches or suggests a decoding method and 
apparatus that de-multiplexes an encoded audio signal to generate quantized data, 
such that the quantized data is used to generate first and second parameters, a 
dominant signal and a residual signal, wherein the dominant and residual signals are 
rotated using the second parameters and an intermediate signal is processed using the 
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first parameters which describe relative phase differences of an input left and right 
signal, as defined in the independent claims 16 and 21 . Other prior art has been cited 
herein regarding the encoding and decoding of audio signals, however the other prior 
art of record also fails to teach or provide suggestion to arrive the combination of the 
elements and steps presented in the independent claims, again when said elements or 
steps are collectively considered in regards to each claim. For at least the reasons 
listed above, the dependent claims are also allowed in view of their respective 
dependencies upon the independent claims.
